ful consideration, or when more judicious 
plans were laid to secure it than at present. 
Especially are our schools tvnking up to a 
sense of their past derelictions in this re- 
sp«ot. The crowding system is losing fa- 
vor witli committees and ttachora, school- 
houses are carefully ventilated, seats and 
desks are arranged to prevent aching backs 
and strained eyesights, gymnastic and other 
exercises are introduced, and long study 
hours shortened and broken up by recesses. 
So much has been done of late in this re- 
spect that wo may almost bo thought pre- 
a sumptuous for claiming more.and yet there 
J8 one class of youth who suffer much from 
gn jnjucjiaipus mode of Ufa.

fortunately for female development, this 
class is every year becoming' a more nu- 
merous one. The truth is dawning upon us 
that mental -labor is far more valuable and 
efficient after the physical frame has at- 
tained a certain maturity and firmness than 
before, and many courses of study for our 
(JaugUiprs are now arranged to begin at an 
ago when fo_«ner]y they all left off. 
We 


pannot too highly cominend this idea, nor 
fqo strongly urge upon parent^ to give thgir 
daughters the full bpnofit of an advanced 
education. 


With the rapid progress of female educa. 


Hou has sprung up quite naturally an am- 
bition to make it so rapid and to crowd 


. such a variety of objects into the girl's life, 


between the ages of fourteen and twenty, 
that she is in imminent danger of being 
overwhelmed mentally and physically. Too 
i^any valuable studies and desirable accom- 
plishments present themselves, each as- 
sarting its own advantage so persistently, 
that we admit them all into our daughter's 
programme, and thus place upon her young 
shoulders a burden top heavy for her phy- 
vioal endurance. This is oftener tho result 
of » parsnt'a fond but unwise ambition, 
thin of the requirements of the school. 
Host instructors appreciate the limits of a 
young girl's powers, and knpw tbat up real 
good can be accomplished 
by straining 


them. . 


The regular course in most of [our best 


schools is not too much for a young girl of 
•verago ability and good health, and escep- 
tions may always bo provided for. 
If the 


expenditure of vital forco which tho faithf ul 
disohargo of hor school duties demands wore 
all that were expected of her, ami it' the wasto 
were regular^' made up by plentiful rest, 
wholesome food and exorcise, there would 
be little need for any remonstrance. 
But 


how much different is tho real state of tho 
c«s« in most instances .' 
Extra lessons in 


•musio, drawing, or somo other accomplish- 
ment are given, long practice for which 
i< urged. 
No Joqgor a child, sho must 


<zch«nga her out-door plays for excit- 
ing. tmd feverish in-door amusements, 
sh» must dross, mako calls, rcooivo visits,at- 
tend and give parties, go to lectures, con- 
Olrts, balls, fairs, etc., cutting short hor 
slesp and taxing afrosh her exhausted pow- 
er! to prepare for daily recitations. Thia is 
scircoly an exaggeration of tho life of many 
of our city school girls, and when wo add 
the unhealthy and cumbersome dross that 
fuhion imposes, and tho irregular hnbita uf 
siting so general among them, we cau 
hardly wonder at tho prevalence of delicate 
health and frail constitutions among our 
women. 
"\Vo would, therefore, urge upon 


tho mothers iu our community to take this 
mitter into eorious consideration. If thoro 
is «vor n time 
whou

health of 


tho daughtora domandu 
euro, it is when 


thiy »ra leaving the ranks of "tho Httlo 
irlrli" «nd joining thoso of young ladios. It 
II no difficult matter tlion to establish tho 
hoftUh which Ihoir childish oxoroino and 
frnodom from care have inaugurate;!, and, 
tt tha namo tirao, to carry on in tho host 
v»y thoir montal culture.

ANECDOTE OF LINCOLN. 


A gautlennn named Chandler, now of 


Chaudlervil^Ortss county, 111., moved from 
Haw York to this state in the year 1829. 
He entered, soon after hift- arrival, undor 
the acts of Congress, eighty acres of land, 
and it was then the custom among the old 
HfltfclerB— a custom as strong as law—that 
each man had a right to enter as many as 
120 acres adjoining hia first entry and in 
addition thereto. About tho year 1832, a 
kinsman of Chandler cams to Illinois and 
stopped with him six months or more, free 
of charge. He was told by Chandler and 
others what waa the custom among the peo- 
ple, and woe to him who Tiolated it; I have 
aeon old settlers armed to the teeth with 
rifle and knife to defend .and enforce this 
custom. Woe to the speculator who vio 
lated the law! By this custom Mr. Chandler 
owned eighty acres adjoining his first entry; 
it was so rich, so fertile, lay so fairly 
to the sun aud was so justly and evenly di- 
vided between tree nnd prairie, that hiB 
kinsman fixed his eye upon it. So gather- 
ing.up all that he could borrow, in addition 
to what he had honestly made, he started for 
the land office in Springfield one morning 
by day break. Mr. Chandler,when informed 
by his neighbors of this plot against him, 
Raid it was impossible. He was soon, how- 
over, convinced of the truth of their state- 
ment. So catching fcia fleetest horse, he put 
spur for tho Itind office, about thirty-five 
miles distant. His neighbors gave him the 
money to enter his eighty acres. Ho ran his 
horse as rapidly as possible for 
about 


twenty-five miles, and when within ten 
milen of_ Springfield, 
he 
overtook two 


young 
men—one a 
short, 
red-faced 


man and tho other a long, tall, uncouth 
looking lad—both utter strangers to him. 
Chandler's horse was quite exhausted and so 
WM he. Ho halted for a few moments, and 
was asked by one of them -why this hurry. 
Chandler told them tho story, when the tall 
young uiau, who was riding a fleet horse, 
said. ''Stranger, you take my maro, she is 
fresh and yours is worn out; put her under 
whip and spur and she will take you to 
Springfield in one hour—won't she,QrGeu ?" 
'Tea, in a short sixty minutes," said Green. 
"Beat the scoundrel to tho land office, by 
all means.. "\Vo are nil strangers, but your 
face looks right, and I'll risk the mare. We 
will 
all 
meet 
at 
Herndou'a 
store 


in Springfield in two or three hours. 
Come, 
be off "quickly," ^said the tall 


young man. Mr. Chandler aud the stranger 
exchanged horses. The kinsman, supposing 
that Chandler was ignorant of his purpose, 
rode leisurely along, conversing with those 
ha met, so that Chandler got ahead of him, 
and, arriving in Springfield in the short 
sixty minutes, walked into the laud office, 
threw his hundred gold dollars ringing on 
tho table, and entered his eighty acres of 
Jtiiid, much to his joy and subsequent profit. 
"Well, who was this tall, uucoulh young 
stranger? Who was he? It was one who 
loved justice and fair play, honor and truth: 
it was Abraham Lincoln.
